If  good  feeling  could  be  packaged  and 
spread  among  the  populace,  everyone  on 
Polrero  Hill  would  have  been  mellow  for 
a  month  after  October  19. 

On  that  afternoon  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  -  fondly  known  as 
the  Nabe  -  a  group  of  long-time  local 
merchants,  who  had  contributed  much  to 
the  Nabe  and  tlie  community,  were  show- 
ered with  certificates,  proclamations 
and.  most  important  to  them,  the  affec- 
tion and  good  wishes  of  their  neighbors 
and  friends. 

And  the  merchants,  in  turn,  reciprocat- 
ed with  expressions  of  affection  for  the 
Hill  and  the  Neighborhood  House. 

The  event  wa$  the  annual  testimonial 

and  Spiro  Asimos  (Asimakopoiilos  Cafe); 
Pete  and  Smaro  Chiotras  (Chiotras  Gro- 
cery), Ray  Cicerone  (Cicerone  Realty); 
Phil  De  Andrade  (Goat  Hill  Pizza);  Mary 
Price  (Mary  Price  Flowers);  Cliff  Wong 
and  Dave  Bonelli  (Atchison's  Pharmacy); 
Jack  and  Helen  Woo  (Potrero  Terrace 
Market);  and  Kayren  Hudiburgh  and  Les- 
ter Zeidman  (Good  Life  Grocery). 
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After  an  informal  social  hour  in  which 
honorees  and  neighbors  chatted  and  rem- 
inisced over  a  lavish  buffet  and  watched 
taped  interviews  of  the  merchants  on  two 
television  sets,  Nabe  Executive  Director 
Enola  D.  Maxwell  presided  over  the  pre- 
sentations to  the  merchants  who  collect- 
ively represent  about  200  years  of  small 
business  on  Potrero  Hill. 

San  Francisco  Supervisor  Doris  Ward 
(a  one-time  resident  of  the  Hill)  present- 
ed proclamations  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors that  commended  the  recipients 
"for  their  outstanding  contributions  to 
the  well  being  and  preservation  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  community." 

Each  honoree  was  also  presented  with  a 
framed  copy  of  a  State  Assembly  resolu- 
tion that  stated,  in  part,  that  the  recip- 
ient "has  helped  to  establish  the  Potrero

Hill  neighborhood  as  an  active  and  caring 
community  and  ...  has  helped  to  preserve 
the  Hill  as  a  very  special  place  to  live 
and  work." 

The  resolution  was  prepared  by  Hill 
resident  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  and  pre- 
sented at  his  request  by  his  colleague, 
Assemblyman  Lou  Papan. 

The  honorees  have  all  been  involved  m 
f>  number  of  ways  in  showing  their  com- 
mitment to  the  community  in  general 
and  the  Nabe  in  particular.  And,  in  the 
words  of  one  speaker,  "all  recognized  by 
the  Neighborhood  House  for  maintaining 
the  small  town  air  of  good  neighborli- 
ness." 

A  somber  note  was  struck  during  the 
proceedings  when  Maxwell  asked  all  as- 
sembled to  stand  for  a  moment  of  silence 
in  memory  of  another  long-time  mer- 
chant. Marty  De  Rosa,  who  had  died  only 
days  before.  De  Rosa  retired  10  years 
ago  from  his  grocery  on  20th  Street, 
which  he  ran  with  his  family  for  50  years.

But  in  the  main,  the  afternoon  will  be 
remembered  for  the  ebullient  Ray  Cicer- 
one presenting  a  necklace  and  a  kiss  to 
Nabe  director  Maxwell,  for  Spiro  Asimos 
reminiscing  about  his  father's  grocery  at 
Seventh  and  Natoma  Streets,  for  the 
beaming  face  of  Helen  Woo  as  husband 
Jack  accepted  his  certificates,  and,  most 
of  all  for  that  "small  town  air  of  good 
neighborliness." 


Hill  Takes  On  City  Hall,  Wins 
Fight  Over  Auto  Junk  Yard 


Potrero  Hill  is  a  community  that  has  a 
history  of  believing  it  can  indeed  fight 
City  Hall.  And  last  month  this  belief, 
and  persistent  organized  action,  paid  off 
big  when  the  Board  of  Supervisors  voted 
to  oppose  the  auto  wrecking  yard  pro- 
posed for  Army  Street  and  Evans  Avenue. 

The  Supervisors'  action  followed  a  res- 
olution from  the  Board's  Public  Protec- 
tion Committee  to  oppose  purchase  of 
the  site,  which  had  initially  had  the  sup- 
port of  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein. 

Faced  with  opposition  from  the  Super- 
visors' committee  -  as  a  result  of  numer- 
ous lobbying  visits  by  Hill  residents  - 
Feinstein  backed  down.  That  site,  Fein- 
stein indicated  in  a  letter  to  the  Super- 
visors, does  not  "answer  all  the  long- 
range  needs  of  the  city's  tow  operation." 


Reasons  such  as  this,  "coupled  with 
neighborhood  opposition,"  have  led  her  to 
change  her  mind,  Feinstein  wrote. 

"It's  not  true  that  you  can't  fight  City 
Hall,"  said  an  elated  Marvin  Schwartz, 
President  of  the  Parkview  Heights  Home- 
owners Against  the  Junkyard,  who  spear- 
headed the  effort  against  the  city's  pur- 
chase of  the  Federated-Fry  Metals  Co. 
site  for  $7.5  million.  Also  active  in  op- 
posing the  proposed  auto  junkyard  were 
the  Potrero  League  of  Active  Neighbors 
(PLAN)  and  the  Potrero  Boosters  and 
Merchants  Assn. 

"It  made  a  tremendous  difference  for 
us  to  be  so  well-organized,  well  inform- 
ed as  to  various  other  options  and  as  to 
why  that  would  have  been  a  bad  deal,  not 
only  for  Potrero  Hill,  but  for  the  whole 
city,"  Schwartz  said. 


Showplace  Expansion  Wins  Okay 
As  Questions  Remain  on  Hill

Despite  a  number  of  unanswered  ques- 
tions from  groups  on  Potrero  Hill  and 
elsewhere  in  the  city,  the  Planning  Com- 
mission Oct.  23  issued  a  conditional  use 
permit  and  approved  rezoning  for  three 
new  additions  to  the  burgeoning  Show- 
place  Square  area  -  a  274  -suite  hotel  at 
Eighth  and  Townsend  Streets,  and  the 
Contract  Center  II  and  Pan  Pacific  Build- 
ing adjoining  it  on  that  block. 

As  approved,  the  project  was  modified 
from  the  original  proposal  of  Bay  West 
Development,  which  owns  the  Showplace, 
Galleria  and  other  buildings  in  the  area. 
Partly  as  a  response  tft  community  con- 
cerns and  partly  as  a  result  of  discussion 
with  the  planning  department,  the  hotel 
height  was  lowered  from  80  to  65  feet, 
end  the  hotel's  corner  tower  from  120  to 
lUO  feet. 


Additional  modifications  included  en- 
suring availability  of  1 60  parking  spaces 
on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Contract  Cent- 
er during  special  event  days,  although 
community  concerns  about  parking  and 
traffic  congestion  still  persist. 

As  part  of  their  efforts  to  gain  city  ap- 
proval for  this  project.  Bay  West  repre- 
sentatives embarked  on  an  ambitious  ef- 
fort to  discuss  the  concerns  of  Hill  resi- 
dents, and  have  taken  some  preliminary 
steps  to  address  those  concerns. 

These  preliminary  steps  include  the 
possibility  of  "first  source  hiring"  in  the 
project  for  San  Francisco  residents, 
specifically  those  from  surrounding 
areas;  Bay  West  staff  have  talked,  for 
example,  with  Jon  Greenberg  of  the  Pot- 
rero Hill  Recreation  Center  about  possi- 
ble development  of  an  employment  clear-

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EDITORIALS 

Scapegoats,  Not  Solutions 

The  Nov.  4  state  ballot  confronts  voters  with  what  at  first  may  seem  to  be  a  vast 
array  of  unrelated  issues.  But  at  closer  look,  they  add  up  to  a  whole  that's  far  greater 
than  the  sum  of  its  parts,  one  that  seeks  scapegoats  rather  than  solutions,  puts  the 
seal  of  legitimacy  on  prejudice  and  bigotry,  and  continues  a  frightening  trend  of  erod- 
ing civil  liberties  and  individual  rights. 

Prop.  61  would  wipe  out  sick  leave  and  vacation  accrual  for  all  the  state's  public 
employees.  No  taxpayer  refund  would  result  from  this  arbitrary  and  ill-conceived 
measure;  its  only  goal  would  be  to  punish  those  who  provide  important  services. 

Prop.  63  would  declare  English  the  state's  official  language,  but  would  do  nothing  to 
enhance  opportunities  for  immigrants  to  learn  English,  only  set  a  bizarre  stage  for 
denying  the  rights  of  non-English  speakers. 

Prop.  64,  put  on  the  ballot  by  the  aptly-named  LaRouche  front  group  PANIC,  would 
force  AIDS  testing  for  anyone  in  a  "suspect"  group  and  could  quarantine  people  even 
suspected  of  having  AIDS.  It  could  actually  increase  the  spread  of  AIDS  with  people 
afraid  to  submit  to  testing  and  subsequent  violation  of  their  liberties. 

Add  to  this  the  nature  of  the  campaign  against  Chief  Justice  Rose  Bird  and  other 
Justices,  a  campaign  that  uses  distortions  to  attack  their  defense  of  civil  liberties, 
worker  and  consumer  rights. 

In  all,  it  adds  up  to  a  real  spirit  of  meanness  pervading  the  state  ballot.  By  voting 
'no'  on  Props.  61,  63  and  64,  and  'yes'  to  reconfirm  the  State  Supreme  Court  Justices, 
we  can  issue  a  resounding  rejection  to  this  dangerous  spirit. 

Reject  These  Tactics 

When  the  San  Francisco  School  Board  majority  of  Myra  Kopf,  Rosario  Anaya,  Libby 
Denebeim  and  Joanne  Miller  voted  to  replace  School  Superintendent  Robert  Alioto, 
many  people  involved  in  efforts  to  improve  education  in  the  city  were  heartened. 
Alioto,  many  believed,  had  been  a  major  stumbling  block  to  real  improvements  in  the 
city's  school. 

Almost  as  soon  as  the  board  majority  had  taken  this  step,  Alioto  supporters  -  most 
notably  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  Bill  Honig  and  his  wife  Nancy  - 
entered  into  a  campaign  to  discredit  Kopf  for  her  courageous  step.  Honig  -  who  many 
say  is  involving  himself  in  local  school  campaigns  as  a  prelude  to  a  gubernatorial  cam- 
paign -  has  since  been  joined  by  other  public  figures  in  a  campaign  against  Kopf  noted 
for  its  dirty  tactics  and  even  the  theft  of  confidential  materials  from  her  file. 

Many  on  the  Hill  have  worked  with  Kopf  and  believe  she  has  been  a  responsive 
school  official.  She  has  been  attentive  to  local  concerns  and  criticisms. 

If  schools  on  Potrero  Hill  and  elsewhere  inlhe  city  are  to  improve,  it  will  be  as  the 
result  of  efforts  by  people  for  whom  the  schools  are  the  first  and  only  priority,  not  by 
those  who  use  the  School  Board  as  a  pawn  in  some  other  political  game  or  as  a  cover 
for  another  political  agenda. 

The  View  urges  voters  to  reject  these  tactics  by  casting  your  ballot  for  Myra  Kopf, 
Rosario  Anaya  and  Jule  Anderson.

1  hail  the  passage  of  Clean  Water  legislation  as  a  major  breakthrough  in  the  struggle 
to  save  San  Francisco  Bay. 

The  Bay,  as  a  result  of  this  legislation,  will  be  elevated  to  a  priority  position  for  in- 
creased EPA  funding  under  the  National  Estuarine  Program.  In  April  of  this  year, 
EPA  announced  its  intention  to  include  the  Bay/Delta  estuarine  system  as  a  compon- 
ent of  the  National  Estuarine  Program,  making  it  eligible  for  funding  for  the  first 
time  under  the  national  program. 

In  light  of  the  dearth  of  federal  funding  in  the  past  to  protect  our  Bay,  the  elevated 
status  of  the  Bay/Delta  estuarine  system  as  a  priority  project  within  the  National  Es- 
tuarine Program  is  a  very  encouraging  sign.  EPA  monies,  combined  with  local  efforts 
currently  underway  to  protect  the  Bay,  will  allow  a  more  concerted  approach  to  re- 
versing the  decline  of  the  Bay  and  its  marine  life. 

Without  action  to  control  the  over  one  million  pounds  of  pollutants  contaminating 
the  Bay  each  year,  we  may  all  witness  the  collapse  of  a  major  ecosystem  in  our  own 
backyard.  This  new  priority  status  for  the  Bay  will  now  allow  the  EPA  to  intensify  its 
role  in  coordinating  and  expanding  community  efforts  to  assess  threats  to  the  Bay  and 
to  develop  timely  solutions  to  save  San  Francisco's  pre-eminent  marine  resource. 

While  the  amount  EPA  intends  to  allocate  for  this  purpose  is  not  specified,  EPA  of- 
ficials have  pledged  to  give  this  endeavor  to  save  the  Bay  their  concentrated  atten- 
tion and  maximum  effort.  $5.6  million  was  appropriated  in  fiscal  year  1986  for  the 
National  Estuarine  Program.  I  intend  to  continue  efforts  to  secure  funding  through 
the  annual  appropriations  process  to  insure  adequate  protection  for  the  Bay  in  the 
years  to  come.

Needs  Earthquake  Aid

Polrero  Hill's  St.  Teresa's  Parish  has 
issued  an  urgent  and  heartfelt  appeal 
for  aid  to  heip  their  sister  parish  of  Ma- 
jiscanos,  one  of  the  neighborhoods  most 
devastated  by  the  massive  earthquake 
last  month  in  El  Salvador.  An  estimated 
60-70  percent  of  the  residents  were  left 
homeless  by  the  quake. 

Parishioners  at  St.  Teresa's,  which  was 
the  city's  first  Catholic  Church  to  vote 
to  become  part  of  the  Sanctuary  Cove- 
nant aiding  Salvadoran  refugees,  expand- 
ed this  commitment  this  summer  by  en- 
tering into  a  sister  parish  relationship 
with  San  Francisco  de  Asis  de  Mejicanos. 
The  parish  is  named  for  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi.  from  whom  San  Francisco  takes 
its  name. 

This  parish  on  the  outskirts  of  San 
Salvador  was  visited  last  fall  by  St. 
Teresa's  co-pastor,  Sister  Kathleen 
Healy,  who  returned  deeply  impressed  by 
the  active  ministry  and  many  projects 
on  behalf  of  the  people  there.  Already 
poor,  they  have  taken  in  hundreds  of 
penniless  refugees  displaced  by  the 
bombing  in  the  countryside. 

The  need  for  aid  for  the  earthquake 
victims  is  intensified  because,  say  many 
involved  in  the  Salvadoran  cause.  Presi- 
dent Jose  Napoleon  Duarte  has  been  re- 
luctant to  allow  international  relief 
efforts  into  the  most  critical  outlying 
areas,  which  has  added  to  the  suffering. 

Estimates  have  placed  at  1,200  people 
dead,  more  than  10,000  injured  and  200, 
000  homeless,  many  of  whom  are  without 
food  or  medical  supplies  for  days. 

The  Archbishop  of  San  Salvador  and 
Bay  Area  relief  organizers  such  as 
Catholic  Social  Services,  New  El  Salva- 
dor Today  (NEST),  Committee  in  Soli- 
darity with  the  People  of  El  Salvador 
(CISPES)  urge  that  money  and  supplies 


be  channelled  through  groups  that  will 
get  the  aid  to  those  directly  in  need,  and 
not  through  the  Salvadoran  government, 
who  refused  a  call  to  cease  fire  after  the 
earthquake. 

The  Archdiocese  of  San  Salvador  will 
personally  distribute  goods  and  money 
and  has  control  of  the  distribution.

inghouse.  Also  being  discussed  Is  display 
space  for  Hill  and  South  of  Market  artists 
in  the  proposed  liotel  lobby  and  walkway.

the  hotel  and  Contract  Center.  "Al- 
though Bay  West  has  made  some  move  to 
provide  more  public  open  space  in  their 
proposal,"  said  Potrero  League  of  Active 
Neighbors  (PLAN)  President  Jim  Firth, 
"it  falls  considerably  short  of  the  amount 
of  open  space  necessary  for  this  type  of 
development  in  this  area." 

After  December,  all  hotel  and  office 
construction  will  be  required  to  provide 
much-needed  childcare  facilities  in  the 
city,  under  a  new  ordinance  authored  by 
Supervisor  Nancy  Walker.  Because  of  its 
pre-December  approval  by  the  Planning 
Commission,  Bay  West  is  not  required  to 
conform  to  the  ordinance.  However,  the 
developer  has  agreed  to  negotiate  a 
lease  with  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House  (known  more  familiarly  as  the 
Nabe)  to  provide  support  for  a  childcare 
center  at  the  Nabe.  The  arrangement, 
which  would  follow  the  formula  set  forin 
in  the  ordinance,  would  take  affect  when 
the  Bay  West  project  is  completed. 

"In  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area, 
about  6(1  percent  of  those  who  need 
childcare  can't  afford  to  get  it,"  Walker 
said  at  an  Oct.  29  news  conference  at  the 
Nabe.  Hotel  employees  are  mostly  wom- 
en, low  income  and  third  world,  one  of 
the  most  needy  groups. 

"Childcare,"  Walker  stressed,  "is  the 
responsibility  of  all  of  us,  and  the  city 
needs  to  make  it  a  priority."  The  dis- 
cussions between  Bay  West  and  the  Nabe, 
Walker  said,  "demonstrate  their  commit- 
ment to  the  city's  children  and  youth." 

The  Bay  West  proposals  must  now  go 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  it  Is 
sure  the  Board  will  hear  many  different 
points  of  view  surrounding  the  project. 

"We  very  much  like  what  we  see,"  Pot- 
rero Hill  Boosters  and  Merchants  Presi- 
dent Arden  Smith  told  the  Planning  Com- 
mission. Boosters  member  Aida  Ander- 
son went  even  further.  "What  is  good  for 
the  Showplace  will  be  good  for  Potrero

Hill  and  it  also  will  be  good  for  the  City 
of  San  Francisco,"  she  said. 

But  some  others  disagree.  PLAN's 
Firth  sees  "a  serious  problem  introducing 
a  hotel  in  the  area,  with  the  uses  that  al- 
ways seem  to  take  place  aorund  a  hotel 
-  bars,  nightclubs,  drugs  and  prostitu- 
tion." Indeed,  the  Planning  Dept.'s  res- 
ponse to  comments  on  this  matter  ad- 
mits, "Restaurants  and  clubs  open  in  the 
evening  exist  in  the  area-  The  project 
would  encourage  additional  such  uses." 

The  Hill's  Babette  Drefke  expressed  to 
the  Commission  her  concerns  that  rezon- 
ing  to  I  DO  feet  "could  set  a  precedent." 
And  her  concerns  are  mirrored  in  a  Plan- 
ning Dept.  statement  that  "rezoning  of 
the  project  site  from  a  height  limit  of 
40  feet  to  a  height  limit  of  65  feel  could 


set  a  precedent  for  similar  rezoning  of 
property  in  the  area," 

Fears  of  the  continuing  erosion  of  ec- 
onomic diversity  with  the  departure  of 
light  industry  in  the  area  were  expressed 
by  a  number  of  representatives  during 
the  planning  discussion.  San  Franciscans 
for  Reasonable  Growth's  Georgia  Brittan 
cited  the  vacant  Data  Mart  and  express- 
ed the  "fear  that  eventually  the  develop- 
er will  come  back  and  say  they  have  too 
much  space  and  need  to  convert  it  to 
offices." 

As  the  proposal  goes  to  the  Supervis- 
ors, it  can  be  expected  that  discussion 
will  continue  between  Bay  West  and 
those  Hill  dwellers  and  others  for  whom 
many  questions  remain  unanswered.

Native  Son,  Grocer  For  50  Years, 
Marty  DeRosa  Dies  at  Age  73

Marty  De  Rosa,  a  popular  grocer  on  Pot- 
rero  HiU  for  over  50  years,  died  at  the 
age  of  73  in  October.  His  passing  was 
mourned  by  hundreds  at  St.  Teresa's 
Church. 


He  was  a  kind,  soft  spoken  and  gentle 
family  man  who  cared  about  his  neigh- 
bors and  his  community,  and  gave  of  him- 
self to  anyone  in  need.  Mario  De  Rosa 
lived  all  of  his  life  in  the  neighborhood  of 
his  birth  and  left  an  indelible  mark  on 
those  who  knew  him  when  he  died  last 
month  at  age  73. 

When  patriarch  Phillip  De  Rosa  emi- 
grated to  the  United  States  from  his  na- 
tive Sicily  in  the  late  1800s  he  settled  on 
Potrero  Hill  and  built  a  grocery  store  on 
what  was  then  an  unpaved  street  at  20th 
and  Arkansas. 

And  Marty,  as  he  was  known  to  every- 
one, acquired  his  merchandising  educa- 
tion early  -  working  in  the  store  with  his

father  from  the  age  of  nine.  He  and  his 
brother  took  over  management  of  the 
store  when  the  elder  De  Rosa  died  in 
1934.  and  when  brother  Joe  died  more 
than  20  years  ago  Marty's  wife  Ninfa 
worked  in  the  store  with  him  until  a  heart 
condition  forced  Marty  to  retire  more 
than  ten  years  ago.  The  store  still  car- 
ries the  family  name. 

Personifying  what  life  is  about  in  a 
small,  close-knit  community.  Marty's 
world  revolved  around  his  family  and 
neighbors  and  their  needs.  Never  one 
merely  to  listen  to  a  problem  and  dismiss 
it  after  a  customer  left  the  store,  if,  for 
instance,  Marty  heard  that  a  family  re- 
quired medical  care,  he  was  quick  to  call 
Dr.  George  Roth,  then  the  physician  on 
20th  Street,  and  ask  for  advice  and  help. 

If  anyone  came  into  the  store  hungry, 
he  or  she  left  the  store  with  a  food  bask- 
et, or  a  sandwich  and  drinks.  Often  Mar- 
ty would  prepare  and  give  sandwiches 
freely  to  the  kids  who  would  come  by  aft- 
er school.

He  was  often  called  upon  by  churches 
in  the  area  to  deliver  food  baskets  (pro- 
vided from  his  own  store)  to  poor  families 
on  the  Hill,  and  humbly  said,  "Gee,  1  feel 
like  a  Santa  Claus  with  Christmas  pack- 
ages for  my  poor  neighbors." 

Marty  and  his  wife  sometimes  caught 
young  thieves  in  the  store,  and  took  care 
of  the  problems  themselves.  The  DeRos- 
as  would  "ring  them  by  the  ears"  and  ad- 
monish "Don't  ever  do  that  again."  instead 
of  calling  for  the  police.  Ninfa  recalled. 

During  World  War  !1,  many  pregnant 
customers  whose  husbands  were  overseas 
were  without  transportation,  and  would 
call  on  Marty  for  help  in  getting  to  the 
hospital  as  soon  as  labor  pains  began. 
Marty  took  them  and  often  stayed  until 
after  the  babies  were  delivered,  and  he 
was  assured  that  everything  was  all  right. 

Marty  was  born  in  his  parents'  home  at 
782  Arkansas  and  continued  to  live  there 
after  he  married  and  raised  a  family  of 
three  children.  He  was  proud  to  claim 
that  for  more  than  100  years  there  has 
been  a  De  Rosa  family  on  that  street. 

Hundreds  of  friends,  neighbors  and  re- 
latives honored  his  memory  at  an  October 
9  funeral  mass  at  St.  Teresa's  Church.  A 
grandson,  who  remembered  hearing  that 
Marty  had  always  harbored  the  desire  to 
be  a  fireman,  acquired  a  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department  badge  and  slipped  it  into 
Marty's  casket.

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'Life  of  the  Party'  Explores  Lighter 
Side  of  Growing  AIDS  Crisis 


Hill  Actress 
In  'Rocky'

Theatre  Rhinoreros'  "Life  of  the  Par- 
ty." by  Doug  Holsclaw,  which  has  been 
playing  to  sold  out  houses  since  it  opened 
in  September,  moves  to  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  Playhouse.  953  Ue  Haro. 
for  four  weekends  beginning  November 
21. 

"Life  of  the  Party,"  a  spin-off  from  the 
popular  original  "AIDS  Show"  and  its  suc- 
cessor. "Unfinished  Business."  further  de- 
velops the  four  characters  from  the  party 
scenes  of  the  earlier  plays,  taking  them 
through  the  deepening  AIDS  crisis  and  the 
enoi-mous  changes  it  has  wrought  in  their 
lives.  Some  are  predictably  depressing, 
others  beginning  to  be  seen  as  decided 
improvements,  while  still  others  are  un- 
expectedly hilarious. 

For,  rather  than  milk  the  tragic  epi- 
demic for  patiios,  Holsclaw  and  director 
Leiand  Moss  have  wisely  chosen  to  focus 
on  the  widely  varying  responses  and  cop- 
ing strategies  of  the  four  young  men, 
close  friends  despite  their  very  different 
personalities.  As  Moss  suggests  in  a  pro- 
gram note,  there  is  no  longer  any  need  to 
explain  the  ramifications  of  AIDS  -  cer- 
tainly not  to  a  gay  audience.  Instead,  the 
playwright  felt  free  to  explore  the  comic 
possibilities  in,  for  example,  the  whole 
concept  of  'safe  sex.' 

The  often  farcial  treatment  of  this 
most  serious  situation  works  well  in  the  . 
play  partly  because  gallows  humor  has 
become  a  widely  accepted  form  of  com- 
edy. But  chief  credit  must  go  to  play- 
wright, director  and  cast  for  creating 
characters  who,  despite  their  larger- 
than-life  dimensions,  are  utterly  believ- 
able as  ordinary  human  beings  caught  in 
an  extraordinary  dilemma. 

Host  Brad  Erickson  and  party  guests 
Steve  Abel.  Brian  Thorstenson  and  Randy 
Wefgand  are  ably  assisted  by  John  Balma 
as  Thorstenson's  outrageously  camp  in- 
fatuation of  the  moment,  and  Suzy  Berg- 
er  as  Erickson's  extremely  patient  house- 
cleaning  person  and  friend. 

Already  beginning  to  attract  a  'cross- 
over' audience,  according  to  its  produc- 
ers, it  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  "Life 
of  the  Party"  will  draw  larger  numbers  i  f 


'straight'  theater-goers  as  a  result  of  its 
move  to  Potrero  Hill.  It  should.  For  one 
thing.  AIDS  is  a  reality  no  one  can  afford 
to  ignore.  'Safe  sex'  jokes  may  be  wiili 
us  for  quite  awhile. 

Perhaps  more  important  is  tlie  oppor- 
tunity for  many  to  become  acquainted 
with  at  least  a  segment  of  the  gay  com- 
munity -  and  I  use  the  term  "segment" 
advisedly.  "Life  of  the  Party"  does  not 
in  any  way  purport  to  represent  a  cross 
section  of  the  homosexual  community  - 
which  of  course  has  its  share  of  serious 

artists,  poets  and  philosophers,  upwardly 
nobile  professionals  and  sober  business- 
persons. 


This  play,  however,  is  focused  entirely 
on  the  youthful,  pop-culture  enthusiasts, 
for  wliom  sex  is  a  nearly  full  tune  pre- 
occupation, not  unlike  the  corresponding 
segment  of  heterosexual  youth.  But  not 
exactly  the  same  either! 

It  need  hardly  be  added  that  this  "Par- 
ly," with  its  disarmingly  exuberant 
frankness,  may  not  be  the  most  appro- 
priate place  to  lake  your  visiting  rela- 
tives from  Dubuque,  at  least  without 
some  careful  preparation.  Hut  then.  1 
don't  know  your  relatives,  do  I? 


Changes  at  Nabe  Theater 


The  Julian  Theatre,  after  many  months 
of  deteriorating  financial  support  that 
had  severely  curtailed  its  independent 
productions,  last  month  announced  its 
reluctant  departure  from  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House  Theater,  where 
for  18  years  it  had  made  a  meaningful 
contribution  to  San  Francisco's  theatrical 
histor\ . 

Artistic/managing  director  Richard 
Reineccius.  citing  a  long  list  of  contribu- 
ting causes  -  almost  all  related  to  insuf- 
ficient funding  -  indicated  the  Julian  will 
maintain  its  office  at  953  DeHaro,  but  is 
seeking  alternative  production  sites. 
Plans  are  underway  to  open  "Sinning  in 
Sun  City."  a  new  play-with-music  by  Ed 
Bullins  and  Salaelo  Maredi,  in  December, 
probably  at  the  Western  Addition  Cultur- 
al Center. 

Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  Exe- 
cutive Director  Enola  D.  Maxwell 
stressed  that  the  Nabe  had  long  been 
patient  with  and  sympathetic  to  the  Ju- 
lian's financial  problems.  The  funding 
shortfalls  affecting  the  Julian  and  other 
cultural  pursuits  in  the  city  have  also 
plagued  all  the  social  service  programs 
provided  by  the  Neighborhood  House,  she 
emphasized. 

^fexwell  expressed  regret  about  the  un- 
happy outcome  but  would  only  comment 
on  what  she  called  a  "serious  missiale-

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The  Importance  Of  Deadheading 


By  Justin  Dwinell 


Rhododendrons  are  prodigious  seed 
makers.  Once  the  flower  trusses  have 
faded,  the  plant  spends  its  entire  ener- 
gies in  seed  production.  It  is  most  im- 
portant to  remove  the  dead  blooms  at 
that  time.  This  is  caUed  "deadheading." 
Failure  to  remove  the  spent  blooms  will 
result  in  the  formation  of  seeds  and  the 
lack  of  flower  buds  for  the  following 
year.  This  will  lead  to  heavy  flowering 
every  other  year  with  only  minimal 
blooms  in  the  off  years. 

Because  rhododendrons  initiate  new 
growth  right  after  blooming,  that  is  the 
time  to  feed  the  olant.  Liquid  fertilizer 
with  ammonium  nitrogen  is  best.  It 
releases  nitrogen  quickly  and  leaves  an 
acid  residue.  Rhododendrons  are  acid 
loving  plants.  They  do  best  when  the  soil 
pH  is  between  five  and  six.  If  in  doubt 
about  the  soil  pit,  have  the  soil  tested 
before  planting. 

Rhododendrons  are  shallow-rooted  and 
resent  digging  around  the  roots  after 
being  planted.  In  fact  they  are  such  poor 
sports  about  it,  that  they  will  refuse  to 
put  out  any  flowers  the  following  spring. 
If  disturbed  too  much  they  have  been 
known  to  just  "up  and  die." 


Rhododendrons  do  not  like  direct  over- 
head sun  in  the  midday.  They  prefer 
partial  shade;  but  deep  shade  will  inhibit 
flower  production.  If  you  feel  you  should 
remove  an  older  plant  that  is  in  the  wrong 
location,  wait  until  it's  in  full  bloom.  It 
is  in  its  dormancy  at  that  lime.  Dig  up  as 
much  of  the  root  ball  as  you  can.  disturb- 
ing the  roots  as  little  as  possible.  In  the 
next  year  the  grateful  plants  will  reward 
you  with  a  showoff  display  of  dazzling 
but  delicate  blooms  as  only  such  a  majes- 
tic plant  can  produce. 

Being  shallow-rooted,  the  rhododendron 
appreciates  a  mulch  to  cover  the  roots 
about  three  to  four  inches  deep.  Red- 
wood bark  is  the  best  for  looks  and  bene- 
fit. A  good  mulch  will  moderate  the 
temperature  and  prevent  the  top  roots 
from  drying  out  in  the  hot  months.  As 
the  mulch  decomposes  it  releases  acid 
into  the  soil.  Mulch  also  inhibits  weed 
growth  and  makes  them  easier  to  pull 
out  if  they  do  get  a  start.

In  the  first  two  or  Ihrcc  years  of 
growth  it  is  necessary  to  pinch  off  leaf 
buds  to  shape  potentially  leggy  plants 
into  compact  bush  shrubs.  Pinch  off  only 
the  leaf  buds  at  the  tip.  Be  careful  not 
to  pinch  off  the  flower  buds  or  you  will 
get  no  flowers  the  next  season.  The  dis- 
tinguishing characteristic  of  the  flower 
bud  is  that  it  is  round,  flat  and  blunt. 
The  terminal  leaf  bud  is  elongated  and 
more  pointed. 

Winter  or  early  spring  is  the  best  time 
to  prune,  as  pruning  stimulates  growth.
